This is in accordance with the long stand- 
ing policy of the Park Board of acquiring 
riverbank area,

City Council, 
City of Lansing, Michigan 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 


In our desire to express our appreciation 
for the communication and petition from 
certain citizens of the northeastern part 
of the city, as presented to your honorable 
body on December 14, 1959 relative to 
Bancroft Park, we beg permission to make 
the following report on some significant 
improvement and maintenance activities 
that have been performed at the park dur- 
ing the last four years. It is also our 
desire to comment on the warming house 
building and other contemplated improve- 
ments at this location. 


1. Pienic area re-graded and tiled to pro- 
vide quick run-off of surface water, 
slope from picnic area S.W. to ball 
diamond area re-graded and_ sodded, 
picnic area extended to east side of 
drive with addition of new tables and 
stoves, a new drinking fountain was in- 
stalled, picnic area extended to the 
north with new tables and stoves, and 
the park drive thru the picnic area was 
completely blacktopped to eliminate dust 
nuisance. A new piece of play equip- 
ment, a Merry-go-round, has been added. 


2. For many years up until 1957 the park 
drives were used as a public highway 
by hundreds of residents of the township 
area lying N.E. of the park. To put a 
stop to this unwarranted traffic with 
its extremely hard wear on the roads 
and increased dust nuisance, we closed 
the north entrance road completely by 
grading, sodding and fencing the area. 


8. On the west side of the park at the 
foot of Oak Street a new pedestrian 
entrance with winding concrete walk, 
graded and landscaped lawn was _ in- 
stalled. 


4. Nearby this new entrance a mosquito 
breeding pond was filled, graded and 
seeded. 


5. Road drainage on the west drive was 
accomplished by tiling and by install- 
ing four catch basins. 


6. In December of 1959 the skating rink 
parking lot was enlarged, and _ the 
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overhead floodlight system was com- 
pletely replaced with new poles and 
wiring. 


7. During the years the warming house 
has been maintained by new roofs, 
new ceiling, wall and floor repairs. 
This was done to keep the building in 
good repair, clean and comfortable at 
all times. However, the building is 
very old, and is expensive to maintain. 


8. Thru the years this park has had close, 
and practically perfect watchman su- 
pervision. It is the only park in the 
city that has a year round officer on 
the job every day of the year. 


In addition to the above comments we 
wish to mention certain contemplated im- 
provements that for some time have been 
on our list. This year about twelve trees 
will be removed to allow extension of park- 
ing facilities east of the picnic area, large- 
ly to accommodate users of the nearby 
coasting hills on Groesbeck Golf Course, 
and in June new stoves and tables will 
be added along the drive running north of 
said area. Next summer the skating rink 
area will be re-graded and seeded. A new 
and modern warming house is on the Six 
Year Capital Development Plan for 1961. 
This item has been approved by both 
Planning and Park Boards, but its con- 
struction will be contingent upon funds 
available under the Six Year Plans. 


All in all we feel that Bancroft Park 
by its important location and heavy use 
has merited and received the best possible 
care through the years. It is our sincere 
desire and hope to continue this care thru 
the years ahead.

On January 1, 1960 under direction from 
the Committee of the Whole, on Decem- 
ber 30, 1959 the Secretary of the Park 
Board purchased for the Evergreen Per- 
petual’ Care Investment Fund $1,000.00 
par value U.S.A. Treasury 4% bonds ma- 
turing 10/1/69 @ 9414% of par amounting 
to $945.00 plus $10.38 accrued interest and 
for the Mt. Hope Perpetual Care Invest- 
ment Fund $81,000.00 par value U.S.A. 
Treasury 4% bonds maturing 10/1/69 @ 
9414% of par value amounting to $76,545.00 
plus $840.98 accrued interest. The total 
invested principle of $78,341.36 was ob- 
tained from the proceeds of the $80,500.00 
maturity value of the Series K bonds en- 
cashed by direction on January 1, 1960 and 
the total accrued interest of $851.36 shall 
be replaced into the Evergreen and Mt. 
Hope Perpetual Care Investment accounts 
from their respective cemetery operating 
accounts.

Honorable Mayor and Members of 
the City Council, City of Lansing 


We have considered the requests by peti- 
tion of the residents nearby Gier Park as 
referred to the Park Board on May 9, 1960. 


There are several heavily wooded acres 
in this park where quite dense underbrush 
is prevalent. This same condition exists 
in about 20 other park areas in the park 
system. The heavy underbrush condition 
in these areas creates special problems, par- 
ticularly in the way of cleanliness and 
policing. At the same time these areas are 
unusually attractive and useful for the 
furnishing of natura] woodland beauty and 
are much used and appreciated by many 
citizens. Thus it can be seen that these 
very woodland areas can be both a nuisance 
and a blessing. Parents are worried about 
the possibility of molestation of children 
and at the same time we feel heavily obli- 
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gated to preserve and defend all natural 
areas, 


With this background let us explain what 
for many years we have attempted to do 
about the problem. First, we try to block 
off with fences, locked cables and rows of 
large boulders all possible “‘lover’s lane’ 
secluded areas. Our park radio equipped 
police officers also inspect these areas 
nightly, but inadequately, of course, because 
of the distribution of the areas and because 
of their other duties at athletic events and 
in the job of checking our 80 buildings for 
vandals. As to the drinking problem, we 
think it is handled better in Lansing parks 
than in any city we know of. 


Second, each winter season, with low 
priced labor, we partially clear the under- 
brush from several areas. This is a con- 
tinual job carried on winter by winter. 
However, we cannot thin out the heavily 
wooded places sufficiently to entirely remove 
the so-called personal hazards for people. 


Third, we usually pick up the material 
dumped on this type of park area once a 
year. 


Fourth, we are very cognizant of the 
boxelder bug problem that originates with 
female boxelder trees. As we routinely thin 
out underbrush we try to eliminate these 
trees, too, but find it very expensive and 
therefore partially prohibitive. There are 
exactly 50 female boxelders in Gier Park 
and 68 on private lots in the neighborhood 
surrounding the park. 


Fifth, mosquitoes, of course, hatch only 
in water and there is no standing water in 
Gier Park, Mosquito Control in Lansing 
is being attempted by the new Vector Con- 
trol Program. 


In conclusion—Gier Park is on our list 
for limited underbrushing next winter if 
labor is available.
